and adopted in its place a regula-. 
tory system whereby all alcoholic 
liquors are sold through Govert- 
ment depots to persons holding 
permits to purchase. Since thr 
adoption of this system, crime has 
decreased, jalls are empty, courts 
and Judges are idle, the genera! 
consumption of hard Hquor is rap- 
idly giving away in favor of wines

Made Men Feel Safe. 


A policeman couid now feel safe 
in carrying out the orders of his 
superior officers, without fear of 
the ire of the politicians.

The unit was 
useless as a police detail. In truth, 
it was of greater use to the vice 
ring and to the politicians who 
were interested in vice. 

Men holding sinecures in city 
hall—policemen working as clerks

cient civilian gierks in the offices. 

District detectives—policemen in 
“lain clothes attached to each dis- 
trict—-were temporarily abolished 
and quickly replaced by new men 
under q new system. In the past 
these district detectives had at- 
tained these positions by virtue of 
their political connections; they re- 
tained these positions for vears. 
and, because of their knowledge of 
conditions, and their authority, be- 
came important factors in the vice 
circles and usually served as the 


collectors for théir superiors and 
the politicians who controlled 
them. The new plan was one of 
rotation in office, with policemer 
serving as district detectives for 
two-week intervals, so that they 
would not become too well known. 
They were changed about before 
they could be fully corruptea. 


Detectives Reorganized. 


The detective bureau was re- 
organized and new officials placed 
in charge. Men who, because of 
their influence had been. permitted 
to loaf, only reporting irregularly 
and, on the side being engaged in 
private business ventures, were put 
to work. 


Transfers and demotion of police 
officials and policemen found to 
be disloyal, dishonest or.inefficient. 
continued, as the results and lack 
of results in the different police 
districts, quickly showed. 

Drives continued. The war on 
crooks was intensified.

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Gen. Butler Finds Philadelphia Police 
Poorly Armed to Defend Themselves 
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CLERGY LEADS BUTLER DEMONSTRATION. | 
[N today’s chapter Gen. Butler tells how the law-abiding element of Philadelphia, led by the clergy, 
marched on the City Hall to indorse the police ‘clean-up and war on politicians, 


with policemen. I walked into a 
station house unexpectedly and or- 
dered a firearms inspection. 

The first policeman in line had 
a small 22-caliber revolver. A toy 
pistol, of the same type used by 
boys to celebrate the Fourth of 
July! No wonder bandits always 
killed policemen and _ policemen 
never killed bandits in Philadel 
phia. The thing was silly! The 
pistol couldn’t shoot straight and 
if it did by some chance find itr 


mark in a bandit it couldn’t do 
much damage. 
Policeman No. 2 in line had a 


fairly good weapon and as I was 
about to congratulate him I no- 
ticed that the barrel avas stuffed 
with a long wooden peg. I asked 
him why. 


Plugged to Keep Out Dirt. 


“To keep the-dirt and the rain 
out,” the policeman responded. He 


said it with a straizht face, and 
it is possible he didn’t appreciate 
that if he pulled the trigger the 
weapon would probably have ex- 
ploded in his hand and blown his 
arm off. 

Some policemen had no weap- 
ons; some of those who did have 
revolvers had no bullets in them; 
others were rusty and couldn't 
work at all. 

I found, too, that policemen 
carried their revolvers, such as 
they were, under their long and 
heavy winter overcoats, and that 
it took them a long time to find 
them and draw them, in emergen- 
cies. In one instance, where I 
made a test, it took a policeman 
fully 20 seconds before he got out 
his weapon-—in a fracas with 9 
bandit the policeman would not 
have needed a revolver after 20 
wooden box would have

been more useful. 
tion! 

A thorough investigation and in- 
ventory was ordered and it was 
found that few men had rellable 
revolvers. Immediately orders 
were issued to supply the entire 
force of some 4200 men with the 
finest type of standard police re- 
volver available. 

The police were then divided 
into groups and taught how to use 
their weapons. 

A special type of speed flivver 
was ordered, and after much strug- 
gle with the City Council, suf- 
ficient money was appropriated to 
purchase a number of these for 
use as bandit-chasing cars, for 
previously police had to chase 
bandits who operated fast motor 
cars on foot, in dilapidated and 
dangerous motor cycles or in com- 
mandeered automobiles. 


“Shoot to Kill’? Orders. 


With the police thus properly 


armed and equipped with some 
some means of combatting crim- 


inals, orders to “shoot to kill” 
armed bandits were issued. We 
wanted the score reversed. We 
wanted some bandits killed by po- 
licemen for a change. 

Charts were prepared, showing 
the day-by-day crime record. Com- 
parisons with other years and 
other periods were made. When 
any district had a crime _ record 
above the average, the hours of 
work of the policemen in that dis-- 
trict were extended from the usual 
eight hours to 10, 12 or 14 hours 
a day, until crime was reduced. 

That made policemen more 
watchful and forced them actually 
to do police work, for if the crim- 
inals in their district got the up- 
per hand, the work of the police- 
men increased proportionately. 
Policemen don't like to do extra 
work. 

True, we made a lot of noise 
about these plans and others, but 
all with a purpose. We knew that 
a crook is easily frightened. We 
shouted about our plans to frus- 
trate crime and capture criminals 
and the criminals became fright- 
ened and left town, and none dared 
to come in. Crooks like to work 
in cities where the police are not 
on their toes; they don’t care to 
take unnecessary chances in cities 
where the police are after them. 

In those early months, and, as 
a matter of fact, throughout the 
entire two years, we had Iittle 
crime, in comparison with the 
crime records established in the 
other great cities. And, what was 
more important, we cleaned up 
many of them, sending the crooks 
to jail. 


Liquor Drive Extended. 


Of course, the vigorous vice and 
liquor crusade continued. 

To saloons, speakeasies and dis- 
orderly houses we added hotels, 
cafes, clubs and other establish- 
ments of that kind. We raided 
them as we raided cheap saloons. 
We. found, however, that magis- 
trates were reluctant to issue war- 
rants for hotels and cafes. They 
feared to do so. Many couldn't be- 
cause they were tied up with the 
financial interests which conduct- 
ed such places. We also found 
that when we did get such war- 
rants, the establishments would 
often be tipped off before we ar- 
rived. 

We arrested employes of the two 
biggest and most fashionable hotcis 
in the city—the Ritz-Carlton and 
the Bellevue-Stratford—on charges 
of bootlegging. We raided the roof 
gardens of the other hotels and 
many of the big, gilded and tinsel- 
ed cafes and cabarets in the cen- 
tral section of the city. 

We raided the political clubs in 
the various wards, conducted by 
the ward leaders for their follow. 
ers—and found drinking and 


gambling going on. The politicians 
) didn’t like this sort of activity. 
They soon showed their teeth. 
Early in March came the first open 
attack from the political organiza- 
tion—the “gang.” The attack was 
directed by the chairman of the 
Republican City ‘Committee, the 
nominal head of the gang—Thomas 
EF Watson by name. Watson, a 
former saloonkeeper and a ward 
leader, also was City Treasurer. 


Ward Boss Complains. 


At a testimonial dinner to a poli- 
ticlan, Watson, in an address de- 
Ivered in his charactcristic un- 
grammatical languagé¢, said: 

“The city would be a lot better 
off without this guy Butler. What 
can you expect though when they 
bring in an outside highbrow?” 
Really, I should have been flat- 
tered in being termed a highbrow, 
for we don’t have highbrows, or 


many of them, in the Marine 
Corps. 
Earlier in the evening, at an- 


other political dinner, at which I 
was present, Watson had said: 
“This guy Butler is defaming the 
fair name of our city.” 

I resented these attacks an4 
called upon the Mayor to protect 
me from the unwarranted assaults 
of politicians, as he had promised 


to do. :The Mayor said he would 
“arrange” it. I told him I didn't 
want it “arranged;”’ I want2d 
Watson assaulted, and if he 
wouldn't do it, I would do it my- 
self. 

The Mayor then reprimand2d 


Watson in a statement which he 
also reiterated that he (the Mayor) 
was pleased with the work of the 
police and with my efforts, and 
that no poltician would be per- 
mitted to interfere. 


Made Up Mind to Stay. 


It was then that I made up my 
‘mind that I would remain as Di- 
‘rector of Public Safety until I was 
distnissed—that I would not volun- 
tarily leave Philadelphia and per- 
mit the politicians to chop off the 
blocks of those policemen who had 
been loyal to me. I had been ap- 
pointed for the full term of the 
Kendrick administration — four 
years. I made my announcement 
to the police, so' that the politicians 
would be _ forced to cease their 
spread of the poisonous rumors 
that I would soon leave. 

The clergy of the city, resenting 
Waitson’s slurs, for once lost their 
pacifism and marched on City Hall, 
some 600 strong, to praise the ef- 
forts of the administration, the 
work of the police and to denounce 
the efforts of the politicians to in- 
terfere. 

It was the voice of the ‘“decent 

najority’” out-shouting the “noisy 
minority.”’

The total number 
of such fatalities in these cities 
was 348, as contrasted with 378 
‘or the preceding four weeks, and 
‘he daily averages for the two 
"our-week periods were 12.4 and 
13.5, respectively. 

The reduction of 8 per cent in 
‘he total number shown in the last 
‘our-week period as compared with 
‘he period ending Feb. 27, 1926. 
must probably be credited largely 
‘o the season of the year. For ex 
xmple, in 1924 the number of au- 
‘omobile fatalities in the registra- 
‘ion area in the second quarter of 
‘he year was 36 per cent greater 
*han in the first quarter. 

Fifteen cities showed no automo- 
hile fatalities for the last four 
weeks. Lynn, New Bedford and 
Waterbury showed no fatalities for 
*he last eight weeks, while the last 
‘wo cities have:a clean.sheet for

PRESIDENT OF 
CHINA DEPOSED BY 
NATIONAL ARMY 


Coup d’Etat Executed in 
Pekin During Early 
Morning Hours — Gen- 
eral Wu Called to City. 


FORMER PRESIDENT 
FREED FROM PRISON 


Bodyguard of Chief Execu: 
tive Disarmed, Apparent- 
ly Without Resistance — 
Then Enroils in Army. 


By the Associated Press. 
PEKIN, April 10.--President 


Tuan Chi-Jui was deposed today in 
a coup d’etat which had as its 
basis the calling of Gén. Wu Pel- 
Fu, the Chihli War Lord, by the 
leaders of the National Army “to 
restore the political situation” in 
Pekin. 

The chief ae sie was placed 
under restraint as a consequenco 
of an agreement between Gen. Wu 
and the Kuominchun, or National 


Army, leaders. 

The coup was executed quietly 
éarly this morning. The body-. 
guard of the chief executive was 
disarmed. 

Former President Tsao-Kun has 
been released from imprisonment, 
No Resistance by Guard. 

A circumstance that may have 
contributed to the peaceful disarm- 
ing of the bodyguard, the main re- 
liancé of the chief executive, is the 
fact that a half million taels re- 
cently provided by action of the 
diplomatic hody for payment of 
the guard and police, was not dis- 
tributed, but allegedly was re- 
tained by the executive. 

‘The bodyguard apparently tame- 
ly submitted to removal to other 
suarters in thé Southern part of 
the Imperial City, where they en- 
“olied in the. Kyominchum.,._. 

The coup, which began at 
o'clock this morning, with the sur- 
rounding of the chief executive's 
residence, was a sequel to the con- 
ferences of thé last week between 
Wu Pei-Fu and the lead--s of the 
Kuominchun. Both the Kuomin- 
chun and its opponents had been 
bidding for Wu's support. 

His decision to take control here 
means a split in the antiKuomin- 
chun allianke, and presumably a 
severe blow at the Fengtien-Shan- 
tung combination, since his army 
will be a menace on their left wing 
from the direction of Paotingfu. 

Attack on City Doubtful. 

Although the Fengtien (Manchu- 
rian) force, including a contingent 
of white Russians, is reported with- 
ing striking distance of Pekin, 
north of the Tientsin Rallway, it is 
regarded as doubtful whether a 
serious stiles on the capital is 
contemplated. 

The delegates to the extra-terri- 
toriality conference, including Silas 
H. Strawn, were turned away by 
Chinese pickets when they arrived 
this morning at the building’in the 
Imperial City designated for their 
use and in which the records of 
their deliberations are kept. The 
guards refused to Hsten to their 
pleas and the delegates were 
obliged to confer elsewhere. 

How Plotters Worked. 

The coup wag carried out with 
great secrety. The gates of the 
city were closed late last night, the 
telephones were cut off for several 
hours and the residence of Tuan. 
Chi-Jul was surrounded, but other- 
wise there was no sign of import- 
ant events. 

After the disarming of the ehief 
executive's bodyguard a 'proclama- 
tion was posted by Gen. Lu Chung- 
Lin, one of the most prominent of 
the Kuominchum military chiefs 
and commander of the unsuccess- 
ful defense of Tienstin. 

The proclamation said that 
Tuan Chi-Jui, since his assumption 
of the office of chief executive, had 
done much that was detrimental 
to the people and the country. His 
worst offenses were the signing of 
the gold franc settlement of the 
French boxer indemnity, allegedly 
without the approval of the people. 
and the recent shooting by his 
guards of student demonstrators.

The Trouble in the School Board. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
HAVE been an enthusiastic patron of 
I the St. Louis public schools for many 
years; I moved to this city to educate 
my children. I have attended various 
parents’ meetings to boost the schools, 
and I have always voted cheerfully for 
the extra taxation. I trust, therefore, 
that I shal] not be considered obtrusive 
for offering a few plain but emphatic 
comments on the unhappy conditions 
now confronting us. 

The newspapers report that Supt. Mad- 
dox has recommended the demotion of 
three assistant superintendents and this 
is followed with the explanation that a 
way has been found to supervise the 
school system efficiently without these 
assistants. Please pardon plain speaking; 
it looks to me like a sugar-coated scheme 
to get rid of the present assistants to 
make room for others. 

If the three assistant superintendents 
have refused to co-operate with the Su- 
perintendent, and have defied his author- 
ity, he should make formal charges with 
specifications; the board should make an 
investigation and do its duty. If, on the 
other hand, the Superintendent has 
shown a lack of tact in dealing with his 
associates; if he has. provoked friction 
by unreasonable methods and restrictions, 
or by intimidation, the facts should be 
made known and the right person held 
responsible. It fs an axiom in education 
that assistants should co-operate with 
superior officers—it is equally important 
that superior officers co-operate with as- 
sistants. An assistant in any position, 
schoo! or factory, should obey orders but 
should be allowed some liberty of 
thought and expression. The good old 
days when a School Superintendent was 
a benevolent despot are gone forever. 

I have met the three assistants at va- 
rious teachers’ gatherings. Miss Ernst is 
known nationally as a woman of superior 
attainments; Mr. Rader is mentioned fre- 
quently in journals as an author of merit 
who reflects credit on the scholarship of 
the St. Louis schools; Mr. Shackleford is 
a hard-working, faithful official who 
knows the details of his particular work: 
all three are teachers of the highest char- 
acter and of many years’ successfu] ex- 
pertence. 

As a patron may I express the hope 
that the Board of E@ucation will look 
carefully into every angle of this problem 
before taking action, for there is a good 
deal of dynamite in the situation.

Employes’ Benefit Association was renewed with zest. 
Ostensibly started as a nonpolitical organization, it 
came out that the association had large political 
possibilities. The organization was to take the place 
of all Republican clubs among the employes. The 
clubs were to be concentrated in the association, and 
thus brought into a consolidated organization, under 
the complete direction and control of the Mayor and 
his associated trustees. 

Among the purposes of the association is this stafe- 
ment: “to lend encouragement to municipal employes 
in the performance of their duties, individually and 
collectively, and to defend them against unjust at- 
tacks, social or otherwise.’’ No dues were fixed in 
the letter sent out by the Mayor,yor in the statement 
of purposes, but the Mayor himself has set the stand- 
ard by contributing one per cent of his month’s sal- 
ary, as an intimation that that, will be the rule to 
be followed by members. 

The city payroll runs about $1,000,000 a month, and 
eliminating all those employes who do not come 
directly under the control of the Mayor, it is esti- 
mated at the City Hall that the income of the asso- 
ciation, if all of the'employes within the contro) of 
the Mayor join and pay their percentage, the annual 
income will reach $50,000 or $60,000. This is regarded 
as conservative. Some estimates run into the hun- 
dred thousand, a tidy sum to be controlled by the 
Mayor and his trustees. 

No provision is made for the responsibility of the 
trustees, or for an accounting of expenditures. It 
is understood that the trustees will receive the dues 
and expend the fund as they may think best. Of 
course it is given out that no compulsionamill be 
used in securing members. But it should be noted 
that the first 1200 cards sent out for signatures of 
members were numbered. There is never any com- 
pulsion in assessing municipal employes for political 
purposes.

PROTECT THE CITY’S MILK. 


The large milk distributers of St. Louis, quite nat- 
urally, look with disfavor upon the Supreme Court 
decision declaring the City’s ordinance unconstitu- 
tional, which requires the pasteurization of all milk 
sold in St. Louis, except certified milk. 

They have large sums of money invested in their 
pasteurizing plants. This decision permits the small 
milkman, with a few cows, to secure a license and 
sell raw milk in the city in competition with the big 
dealer. 

The question goes farther, however, than the posst!- 
bly selfish motive of the big milkman, and their 
desire to protect an established market, and keep out 
small competitors. Pasteurizing laws and ordinances 
were originally forced upon the milk distributers, 
against their vociferous protests, by State and City 
Health Boards, as a measure of conserving the public 
health, and to prevent the introduction of typhoid, 
scarlet fever and diphtheritic epidemics, through the 
use of unclean milk carrying pathogenic, or disease 
bearing germs. 

The Court is sound in its ruling because the City 
cannot enforce an ordinance in conflict with the 
State laws, but is not Judge White mistaken in de 
claring that the testimony of the greater number of 
physicians and bacteriologists conclusively showed 
that pasteurization altered the character of the milk, 
impaifed the quality, and destroyed some of the vita- 
mins? ' 

Technically he is partially correct, but an appeal 
to the leading children’s physicians, we believe, will 
show that a large number of them advocate the bojl- 
ing of milk in infant feeding, because it more #inely 
comminutes the milk curd and makes it more digest- 
ible; it kills off dangerous bacteria, and the loss of 
the important vitamins {s quickly and easily re- 
placed by a teaspoonful of orange or prune juice. 
Demand for the pasteurization of milk, to safe- 
guard the public from communicable diseases, was no 
idle gesture on the part of the original promoters. 
Let us have new legislation on this matter to pro- 
tect the health of the community.
